Che Srish Times. 
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DUBLIN, MONDAY, JANUARY 9. 


Tue fine old Church of St. Andrew's Parish was 
on yesterday's Sabbath, destroyed by fire. The 
sharp, rapid, clang of the fire alarm was heard above 
the sounds of Church-going bells. The red volume 
of flame rolled up unremittingly, forming a strange 
background to the huge statue of St. Andrew. Nothing 
but the shell remains of the famous Round Church 
so full of historical associations, and of late vears 
so crowded by earnest worshippers. Why is it 
that, as arule, the building in which a fire ori- 
ginates is seldom saved ? From all we can learn, 
it appears that, though two or three fire engines 
were on the spot shortly after the alarm was given, 
no water could be procured for nearly three quar- 
tersofan hour. Water there was in abundance 
flowing under the street. Numbers knew where 
the fire plugs were placed, but where were the keys 
to turn them, or the men who had them in charge ? 
If it be true that, for three quarters of an hour, no 
persen could be found to turn the cocks, of what 
use were these appliances in our ‘streets? It 
is only at its first outbreak that a fire can be mas- 
tered. Once itis permitted to seize a firm hold 
upon a building, there is little hcpe of extinguishing 
it until the roof and floors fall in and crush it out 
in ruin. 

The late Lord Mayor stated that, during his year 
of office, 33 serious fires had occurred in Dublin: 
one, at least, of these was attended with a fearful loss 
of life. -On to-morrow the Corporation will consider

But much will 
depend upon the attitude ofthe other champions in the 
lists; and if he segs that they do not flock to his 
leadership it is by no means impossible that Walewski 
may again pop up opposite to Antonelli, that the bowing 
and embracing pageant may be recommenced, and that 
the lists may be closed. All this, however, is a great 
mystery. !t would be rash to prophesy the actions of 
a man whois possibly in a state of even more acute ex- 
pectation than we ourselves can be. i 

But, whatever may be the secret springsof the public 
act which has just been announced to Europe, we can- 
not but congratulate the Emperor upon the very Grand 
Seigneur air with which he has settled this affair of 
State. It used to be one of the maxims of that highly 
polished corruption which reached its most shining 
point during the Government of the Regent Orleans, 
that a gentleman of sober habits might be even a muser 
without derogating; but that no gentleman could be par- 
simonious in his vices. If an instrument had done his 
work, it was a duty of gentillesse eto reward him 
well. Napoleon acts up to the generous traditions of 
the Regency. If he does not allow his. Min’sters 
much power—if he even suffers them to promise 
what he docs not intend to perform, and disavows 
and reassures them when their obligations become 
troublesome, no one can say that he dues not, with 
anoble disdain for all meaner considerations, throw 
them gold and decorations. Under certain conditions, 
and with certain restrictions, the service of Napo- 
leon 111.is the best in. the world. ‘ihre appears 
to be perfect independence ; for you may say what 
you like, certain that whatever you may say your 
master will do as he likes; and when the time comes 
that the discrepancy between official words and 
Imperial acts becomes inconveniently glaring, be- 
hold there is a golden chariot and garlands and 
blue fire to accompany you in glory from the 
scene! The conditions are that you must not pretend 
to exercise any solid power, or chafe at the small cre- 
dence given to your official explanations. Count Walwe- 
ski, having failed in the conditions, or having arrived 
at that fatal pcint of discrepancy, goes forth covered 
with all the stars of our modern carpet chivalry, in- 
vested with the rank of Senator, gifted with two estates, 
mere mementves of the Emperor’s generosity, and en- 
dowed with a salary of 5,000/. a year for life. This, 
moreover, is a Minister to whom itis now evident thatthe 
Emperor has never been indebted fer his policy. Napoleon 
III. was never dependent upon Walewski, either for his 
expedients or for his resolutions. Walewski was not a 
Richelieu, noreven a Dubois; he wassimply a drag upon 
his master’s course, but an impediment so slight that he 
could afford fo tolerate it. He was a small domestic 
opposition. But he has served the Emperor. ‘To mete 
out his reward would be to measure his own honour. 
The Emperor scorns todo so 6 urge us an act; Wa- 
lewski goes forth, therefore, like Alemeon from the 
Treasury of the Lydian King. 

How much more modest and more Spartan-like are 
we in our Constitutional Government when we reckon 
with our old servants! When we allow £5,000 a year 
to sustain the dignity and the expense of the hig.vest 
offices in the State we think we are doing a remarkably 
handsome thing, and such men as Mr. Williams, of Lam- 
beth, and Mr. Bright do not fail to reckon it among 
the eXtravagances of a corrupt aristocratic system. 
Yet we work our men hard, mulct them in the expenses 
of frequent re-elections, and cali upon them bo'h in oppo-

‘This should to be looked 
to at once. 

There is no motion before the Town Council for 
the organisation of a system of “fire escapes.’’ Fire 
plugs are excellent things in their way: they tend 
to save property; but fire escapes are still more 
valuable, for they save life. Are we to wait until 
some other fearful tragedy, similar to that of Mary's: 
lane, shocks humanity? Must another holocaust 
be offered up before we begin to think that it would 
be advisable to have some ready means of rescue for 
life from fire ? Had an Alderman or Town Coun- 
cillor been roasted to death, we would have a sys- 
tem of fire escapes instituted at once. But the 
sufferers in the recent calamity were poor people, 
without municipal authority. We do not desire the 
occurrence of a calamity which will prove that no 
station possesses an immunity from a death of tor- 
ture ; but, we ask, is it right—is it humane, to leave 
this city, in which more than thirty serious fires occur 
annually, without a chance of escape for any around 
whom a wallof fire and clouds of smoke may at 
any moment arise? 

London is now divided into 72 districts; in every 
one of which there is a fireescape. It is placed in 
such a position that on thealarm of fire, five minutes, 
suffice to bring the na-hine and the men to work it. | 
Regularly, at seven o'clock in winter, and nine in 
summer, the fire escape man brings his folding-lad- 
der and canvas, thotgh covered with copper gauze, 
to his station. He fixes up his bright red lamp above 
his head, and sits waiting for the first token of alarm. 
Nearly three hundred lives were rescued from the 
most appalling death by these simple expedients during 
the course of last year. A fire escape of the most per- 
fect construction can be had for £80. Ten of these 
would be ample for Dublin, at the first. By the tele- 
graph whichis now being carried through the city notice 
ofa fire could be given almost instantaneously. If 
notice were given promptly asto the place where 
the escape was deposited, and if it was ruled that on 
the appearance of fire in any street the “ escape” 
should receive the first intimation of it, we would all 
sleep more at ease, nor would we have to lament 
tragedies such as lately horrified us all.

The Daily News, on the Insolvency of the Sultan 
of Turkey :--- 

The spectacle of the Sovereign of a wealthy and in- 
dependent State compounding with his creditors is hap- 
pily of sufficiently rare occurrence to merit a special 
uotice, and such a spectacle is now offered to us by “our 
ancient ally,” the Sultan of Turkey. Nearly twenty 
years ago, Abdul Medjid Khan el Ghazi, or the Vie- 
torious, succeeded Sultan Mahmoud, and found Turkey 
with a conmiparatively light internal debt, arising 
chiefly from tlie debpsement of the metallic currency. 
The resources of the empire were increasing, and the 
new monarch had only to follow up the reforms com- 
menced by his predecessor, as announced in the Hatti 
Sherif of Gulhane, to make Turkey rich, powerful, and 
prosperous. Feebleof body, and still more feeble of mind, 
the slave of bad habits early acquired, and of unworthy 
favourites he has never had the courage to shake off, 
Abdul Medjid has plunged his kingdom into financial 
difficulties; and he has suffered gross administrative 
abuses to take so firm a root that nothing but sharp and 
severe remedies will now avail to eradicate the evil, and 
the application of those remedies, unless it be immediate, 
may cost him his throne. 

The Sultan himself, after absorbing a Civil List 
greater in amount than that of any Sovereign of Europe, 
is more grievously out at elbows than the veriest Irish 
squireen before the passing of the Encumbered Estates 
Act,and with less excuse. Something may be said in paJ- 
liation of the public debt, inasmuch as war has saddled 
Turkey with heavy expenses; but fally one-half of the 
existing liabilities has been created by the corfuption and 
venality of the Government officials. But the personal 
revenue of the Sultan being more than adequate for all 
the reasonable wants of a powerful Sovereign, nothing 
bat vices or follies exceeding those of his contemporary 
monarchs could have made him what he now admits 
himselfto be--an insolvent compounding with his cre- 
ditors. It is no valid excuse to say that the custom of 
his country requires him to keep cages tull of costly 
women, slaves, and other accessaries.
